An hour later the courier returned with 
this reply of. the commander of the 
Opposing force: 

“The German Commander in Chiet 
considers that our forces are in no wise 
cut off, The route to Cernay (Senn- 
heim) still is open, and retreat always is 
possible. In any case) the Emperor's 
troops. are ready to die; but to Bur: 
render, never! ”’ 

A hostage who succeeded in escaping 
from Steinbach into the French lines, 
Stated that on Wednesday thirty Land- 
sturm soldiers had been. marched out 
and shot in the village square for their 
lukewarm attitude. He added that the 
batteries,’ which had been in action 
against the French on the heights, had 
regained the village. > 

It wag clear that the fight would. be a 
tough one, but the fir woods how ren- 
dered the French the same service that 
‘they réndered the Germans the day 
before, 

At noon the French marched in three 
columns on the village. The German 
guns opened fire; but were unfavorably 
placed and the French mitrailleuses got 
within less than 200 yards of the first 
hhousés' where the Prussian outposts 
were, 

The machine gun in the church tower 
galled the attackers, and it became 
absolutely necessary to seize this van- 
tage ground. There’ was a small farm 
with a hollow road leading to it.

By the end of the afternoén one of the 
French columns got around and. at- 
tacked from the rear, ‘The fight still

THANN, Alsace, via Paris, Jan. 5.—A 
race of three miles up the steep Blope at 
Engelburg through. thickets, and up 
rocky steps between a battalion of 
French light infantry with mountain 
guns and a German battery determined 
the result of ‘the stubborn ‘fight for 
Steinbach.

Cases have occurred where manifests 
have ‘been rg ge ee or inaccurate 
and where, it is claimed, efforts have 
been made to conceal the nature of 
goods carried.

To the Editer of’ The New York Times: 

Since my return-from France:I have 
been asked so many questions about the 
American Ambulance. at Neuilly and 
about my unit. that it. seemed’ to me’ that 
some description of our work. might be 
of interest to the public. 

Hvery one knows how the Lycée. Pas- 
teur at Neuilly, at the time an unfin- 
ished boys’ school, Was converted ‘into a 
‘hospital, under ‘the name of the Ameéri- 
éan “Ambulance and how, with Dr. du 
Bouchet as chief surgeon and. military 
head, with a committee of Americans to 
attend to the executive work and a staff 


names are well known to the public, the 
hospital immediately won for ‘itself a 
splendid name. 

Barly in November I cabled to the 

American Ambulance my offer of a unit 
or auxiliary hospital under their man- 
agement, and the offer was enthusias- 
tically accepted both by the Ambulance 
and by the French Government, whose 
permission had to be obtained, of course, 
for the establishment of such a unit. 
A few days after our arrival in Paris 
we were offered a number of places in 
which to establish our hospital. ‘Our de- 
cision to accept Juilly, which the French 
War Office offered us, was made only 
after we had taken several trips to the 
north and ‘considered the other’ offers 
very carefully: Juilly, it seemed to us 
all, had the greatest advantages. At 
present the fighting is going on around 
Soissons, which is thirty-five miles from 
Juilly. The strong.-positions pccupied 
by both the Germans and the French 
above Soissons make it seem’ as if a hos- 
pital were much needed in this locality, 
Hospital an'Ancient College. 


Juilly is a very old collége, which has 
existed since the sixteenth century, and 
lits massive walls, huge rooms, and 
splendid. park adapt it fully for the 
present circumstances. It is.of interest, 
too, to think of the many celebrated: men 
who once occtpied the big dormitories 
in which the sick will now be taken care 
of.

FACTS NEVER APPEALED. 


Higher Courts. of Georgia Merely 
‘Passed on Technical Rulings. 

The “Memphis Commercial Appeal, 
which printed “in Sunday’s issue a long 
review of the Frank case’ from. a 
Georgia newspaper man, who. argued 


that the evidence in the case warranted 
the verdict, makes this editorial com- 


ment: 

Careful reading of the article, while it is 
in’'a way & defense of the action of the law 
courts, instead of convincing, accentuates 
eertain doubts which enter the mind of one 
when attempting to form an opinion after 
a_careful study of the record, 

It is unfair to dehounce. the: people .of 
Georgia for what has happened in this 
Frank case.. The, highest -courts of that 
State have passed upon the correctness of 
the legal rulings. But *it is unfair to the 
defendant if, after all, a doubt as to his in- 
nocence is not considered in some forum of 
final jurisdiction. 

As we understand it, the high courts of 
Georgia do not try the facts, 
abbortnin if the result has been reached 
Without the violation of legal rules. If an 
innocent man is convicted according to law 
the high courts cannot interfere. But jus- 
tice should in some way be able to. afford 
relief in a case such as this. 

Tom Loyless, the brilliant editor of The 
Augusta Chronicle, states that he believes 
Frank committed the crime, But he says 
further: - ‘“‘ But we do not know it. 
are not absolutely certain of it. 
in our own mind, as there is in the minds of 
thousands of others, that shadow of a doubt 
which would not permit us to see Léto 
Frank or any other man go to his death 
as long as that doubt exists.”’

Tt is doubtful if. the navy’ will be 
greatly disheartened by the possibility 
that, about Washington’s Birthday, the 
condition: of ‘the Culebra’ Cut will not 
be.such as to permit the safe passage 
of the larger ships‘of thé Atlantic 
fleet. through the, Panama Canal to 
take part inthe opening of the San 
Francisco Exposition’ Naval officers 
habitually refrain from public criti- 
cism of official orders, but there have 
been rumors of discontent over the 
prospective Waste ‘et time and money 
in mere: display and ‘naval junketing 
which might better be).expended in 
practice. It has been suggested that 
the new dreadnought New York, fully 
officered: and. manned, ‘ahd ‘accompa- 
nied by a few smaller vessels, would 
serve admirably to represent. the 
American _ fleet in Pacific waters at 
the opening of the exposition, and 
that,-in view of the. extraordinary 
complications which have developed of 
late and the urgent need of practice 
with the big guns, the San Francisco 
authorities might well be satisfied with 
some curtailment of their naval pro- 
gramme, which was arrangéd a yéar or 
more ago. 

Next Suinddy or Monday the Atlantic 
fleet will proceed to. Cuban waters for 
practice. As.so many of the. ships 
were kept at Vera Cruz all through 
the Summer and Fall, there have been 
few opportunities for gunnery, though 
Admiral FLETCHER managed to keep 
some of:'the war vessels moving and | 
the men in active sea training a good 
part of the time. It was hoped that 
six weeks might be devoted to practice 
this Winter, but the orders are to as- 
semble at Hampton Roads early in 
February for the start of the big pa- 
rade: through the canal, According to 
the present arrangements all the 
larger battleships, as well as a. large 
number of cruisers, and many smaller 
craft as well, are to be in this big pa- 
rede. But if the open passage through 
the Culebra .Cut willbe only. 100 \feat 
wide at the time fixed for the fleet's 
passage, it is not likely that an. at-

“ Relief”’ Not ‘sociation for Improv- 
the Best ing the Condition of 
of Assistance. the Poor felt it ‘nec- 
essary, or at any 
rate expedient, to’ devote a considerable 
“space ’” ‘this 
week to answering the question, ‘‘ How 
much of the amount you spend . goes 
for administration? ’* This shows anew 
how. slow the general public is to aban- 
dow ancient assumptions and beliefs. 
it shows that there 
still- lingers in many, many minds a firm 
corfidence in almsgiving’as the one right 
thing ta do with money given for the 
benefit of. *‘ the poor,’’. and. that there 
survives, too, something, between a con- 
viction and a suspicion ‘that thé“use ofT 
such money for the pdyment of salaries 
to the officers and employés of organi- 
zations, like the one mentioned is a mal- 
‘versation of funds, not exactly criminal, 
perhaps, but justly deserving of repre- 
hension. 
- This feeling probably originates in a 
subconscious reséntment against the. ex- 
ponents of modern philanthropy because 
their’ activities tend more and more to 
differ from those whieh coriduced to..a 
warm sense of self-satisfaction and a 
moral credit balance ‘somewhere. This 
the old-time almsgiver had, but does not 
.get when his or, her money goes for what 
is called, often “scotnfulls;’ ‘-administra- 
tion.’’ 
The society with the long name pre- 
sented figures to show that it still dis- 
tributes direct “ relief.’’ in amounts that

obsérver, who had not reappeared after 
the two. only, shots ‘fired hit»their mark, 
We have;the testimony of ‘the réctor 
of the Cathedral as well as other reli- 
ablé persons cofcerning the large num-[ 
ber of projectiles which burst in and 
about the Cathedral so’as to ‘make it 
all but a total wreck.

The market here again ‘ig- 
hored the course of American stocks in 
London in which, however, the trading 
according to all accounts was extreme- 
ly limited. ..Much-interest was still be- 
ing taken in Monday’s engagement of 
$2,000,000 gold at the Assay Office, the 
destination of which was not revealed 
during, banking hours.

A further decline,in sterling exchange.

At this 
level gold could be imported if it. could 
be obtained at the ordinary London 
price. Bankers, however, do not expect 
to see gold come this way, at least until 
exchange has gone considerably lower. 
That is one reason why. banking judg- 
meént would be against. further ship- 
ments of gold from this side. Many 
Européan borrowers have looked to New 
York for loans in one shape or another, 
but it woulé not of course be to our in- 
terest to make advances the proceeds 
qf. which would be used. to take gold 
from us. 

The latest applicant in this market is 
the City of Paris which through bank- 
ing channels has sought a market here 
for part of the latest loan to be put out 
by the French capital. This market was 
sounded some weeks ago regarding the 
feasibility of an issye of City of Paris 
bonds here, but banking judgment was 
against such a flotation. It.is under- 
stood that suggestions have now been 
made in-a different quarter looking’ to 
the private placing here.of part of the 
new City of Paris loan which it is un- 
dersteod is to bear interest at 5% per 
cent. 

Both cotton and: grain rose yesterday. 
Wheat added about 8 cents to its’ pre- 
vious. advance and sold at the bighest 
price recorded since 1898.
